G. Mallory, one of her camp- 
mates, dead. 


The cause of her demise is a mystery, and will require an investigation by 


Coroner Mehrmann. 


Seemingly the young woman was in the best of health, and was adding her 


Share to the levity of the camping party. 


Recently Miss McQuaid and a number of other San Franciscans went to Niles 


Canyon to spend a few weeks rusticating. 
They named 
their quarters 
"Camp 


'Frisco/' and were in the midst of enjoying themselves hunting, fishing, and 
tramping over the canyon—now death has halted their enjoyment, tents had been 
Lowered, and festivities turned into a period of mourning. 


After Miss McQuaid's sudden ending, and it was seen by the members of the

camping party that she was beyond all human aid, Deputy Coroner Francis of 
Centerville was summoned, and he took charge of the case. 


An autopsy will be held in order, if possible, to determine the cause of the 


young woman's demise, and then the body will bo taken to her homo in San 
Francisco for interment.

Russian battleship Kniaz Potemkine, where differences of opinion 
exist between the leaders, some of whom advocate landing in R.OU- 
mania, while others are proposing to return to Russia and join the 
other mutinous ships. 


The prefect of Kustenji permitted a delegation of the mutineers 


to enter the town and purchase provisions. 


The sailors report that the Black Sea fleet not only, did not try to 


capture the Kniaz Potemkine, but the crews of the ships openly re- 
joiced as the rebels left Odessa. 


The crew of the Russian gunboat Psezouape now at Kustenji met 


some of the crew of the Kniaz Potemkine ashore and fraternized with 
them, the sailors embracing one another. 


The Kniaz Potemkine is accompanied by a Russian torpedo boat. 
About 300 Roumanian soldiers are being concentrated at Kusten- 


ji to meet eventualities and the cabinet ministers are proceeding there 
today to deal.with the situation. 


MUTINEERS SURRENDER AND GO ASHORE, 


ODESSA, July 3, 1135 p. m.—The surrender of the Georgi Pobie- 


donostez was formally carried out this morning. 


The warship's officers returned from Nikolaieff. went on board 


and picked out the ring-leaders of the mutiny and several of their 
officers, all of whom were sent ashore. 


A'torpedo boat destroyer and a gunboat arrived here during the 


night bringing Rear-Admiral Chouknin, commander of the Black Sea 
fleet.

Dr. Urbanich not only has tho health 
of Java to look after, but his duties 
carry him to Sumatra and Fnpua or New 
Guinea and dveti to Singapore. In fact, 
his sphere of work is limited only by the 
bounds of the Malay archipelago. 
For 
three years Jie has been looking" after 
thn sanitary conditions in the archipelago 
and "m'java in particular. 
Dr. Urbanich speaks of Java as an 


island, in need of capital to develop its 
great resources. 
With the exception of 
the I'rinjre of coast the island is still 
unopened, and in. the interior are im- 
measurable opportunities. 
Already Ger- 
man and Dutch capita! has become in- 
terested, but the companies seem to lack 
tlie energy and direction that characterize 
tho British a ad American concerns. 
The health record of Java, is good, with 
tho exception of that for the rainy sea- 
son, which lasts for two months, and dur- 
ing .wInch it is dangerous for a white 
mtm to be out of doDry. At that there is 
no bubonic plague in the island, the most 
prevalent diseases being beri-beri and 
malaria. 
Gold and silver are plentiful In the in- 
ferior, but fhe companies working claims 
at present are -poo'-iy supplied and the 
regions --arc inaccessible, owing to poor 
railroads. 
Trains are run 'only during 


tho day. as the natives who operate the 
roads are not to be depended upon after 
sundown.

had decided to recommend the denial of 
the applications for relief of twenty-four 
persons and the recommendation of those 
of thirty-eight indigents.

Supervisors to understand 


that every application for relief would 
receive immediate attention as soon as 
it was referred to the Associated Chari- 
ties. Today he had noticed a man who 
had asked for medical attendance.- Such 
cases should be referred at once to the 
Associated Charities instead of having 
the reference1 made by the Supervisors to 
a doctor, because such a doctor would 
charge for the attendance (S) the county. 
The Associated Charities, however, would 
refer such an applicant to a doctor who 
gave his services to that body free. The 
cost of medical service and of medicine 
also might thus be saved. 
Out of 300 


cases on the list only seventeen appli- 
cants had appeared before the board, 
thus showing that by far the larger num- 
ber of applicants had some means of 
maintenance during the interval In which 
re-registration was required. 


Supervisor Mitchell said that when re- 


lief was asked 'for indigents by church 
societies it would be advisable to have 
such cases looked after by the Super- 
visors.

Governor of the canal zone at Panama 
and a member of'the executive committee 
of the Isthmian Canal .Commission. Prior 
to his appointment on the canal commis- 
sion, he was the law officer of the insular 
affairs bureau of the War Department. 
He is in Panama at present performing 
his -duties 'in conjunction with the canai 
wors. 
The'determination of the President to 
have the offices of Governor of the canal 
zone and Minister to Panama filled by 
the samo man was decided upon soon 
after the reorganization of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission two or three months 
ag.o. Experience had demonstrated that a 
conflict of authority was likely to arise 
between the 'Governor and, Minister' and 
in addition confusion • was created among 
the Panamans, particularly the officials 
of the republic, by the presence of two 
officers holding similar powers. 
It was .well known that George W. 
Davis, former Governor of the canal zone 
and John Barrett, until recently Minister 
to Panama, did not pull well together, 
although there was no open difficulty 
between them. 
To avert any possible 
trouble in tha future that might be 
detrimental to the interests of

country or to'those of Panama In the 
construction of the canal, the appointment 
of Judge Magoon to the two offices was 
determined upon.

tiles, who are preparing to open an in- 
formation bureau and begin a regular 
colonization propaganda--"inopposltion 
to. the Mormon pina. President Roose- 
velt'will be,asked .to. issue .instructions 
that will make difficult the carrying out 
of the Mormon plan, while the non- 
Mormons will endeavor to induce Gen- 
tiles to take part in the drawing. 


The reservation contains about 2,- 


500,000 acres,, most of it-good agricul- 
tural land and the remainder rich in 
coal, iron, asphaltum, gold, silver,, lead 
and copper. It would easily isupport "a 
population of 100,-ODO persons. The ad- 
dition of 50,000 non-Mormons to Utah's 
population would be sufficient to'wrest 
the State from the control of the Mor- 
mon church, so that the Gentiles would 
be,'enabled'rto compete with Mormons 
in .business pn- equal'terms, which is 
not at'present the case.

JORDAN'S PLEA. 


The matter was opened by the read- 


ing of a communication from Frank 
'c. Jordan, representing the Standard 
Voting Machine. 
In his letter 
Mr. 


Jordan made his plea for the Stand- 
•ardi and he told of Its qualities. 


LEAVITT REPLIES. 


Sf way of reply to the communica- 


tion of Frank 
C. Jordan, 
Senator 


Frank Leavitt said: 
"I had not in- 


tended to say anything because 1 do 
not .consider 
the 
article worthy of 


much attention. 
"With regard to the 


criticism of the card ballot in the 
Dean machine, I want to say that that 
is for an overflow ballot on a system, 
peculiar to the Dean machine alone. 
The Dean machine can do all that the 
Standard machine can do, and a great 
deal snore. The card system is for an 
overflow for the purpose of protecting 
the county in case there are moire 
parties in the field than can be 
placed on the machine. 


"It very seldom happens that there 


are more than seven political tickets 
to be voted for at an election, but if that 
should' occur, the Dean voting machine 
would be able to take care of it, and 
the Standard ballot machine 
could 


not. 


PUBLIC TEST. 
, 


"With regard to the alleged charge 


that there haa been no public test or 
examination of the Dean voting ma- 
chine on the street, I desire to >say 
that the machine was on exhibition 
five days, and it was shown and ex- 
' plained to every man who called ex- 
cept Mr. Keiper, the expert mechani- 
cian of the Standard Voting Machine 
Company, and Frank C. Jordan, the 
agent for that machine. 


"Those two men were not shown the 


workings of the machine because they 
were the interested representatives of 
the Standard, the rival machine. 
-"Before long we will have another 
Dean voting machine here, and then 
we will be pleased to show them that 
machine and explain to t'aem what 
it can do. 


WISHES OF INVENTOR. 


"It was against my advise that Mr. 


Keiper 
and 
Mr. Jordan were not 


shown the Dean machine, but it TTOS 
done In compliance with the wishes of 
the inventor, Mr. Dean, who said he 
did riot like to have those men see the 
machine because of something there 
which he did not want them to see. 
Thos» gentlemen know as well as I 
do that I fought to have them per- 
mitted to see how the machine work- 
ed, because there was no other reason 
why they should not see it." 


KELLEY'S EXPERT. 


Supervisor Mitchell — Did you refuse 


to allow the expert employed by Su- 
pervisor Kelley to examine the ma- 
chine? 
, Senator Leavitt — I told Mm that he 
could go all through it. 


Continuing, Senator Leavitt 
said: 


"As far as the alleged failure of the 
Columbia and other voting machines 
in the East and elsewhere, I want to 
say that I stated to this Board that J 
believed we had found a better ma- 
chine in the Dean than we had in the 
Columbte. 


THE COLUMBIA. 


"I liked something about the Stand- 


ard machine. I liked the finish a lit- 
tle more than I did that of the Col- 
:urnbia, but as a voting machine, the 
:Columbia, I thought to be better than 
the Standard. 


"This gentleman has no right to 


•cottie here and criticize the failure of 
other -machines which 
have 
taken 


place elsewhere, because I have read 
in . the papers in the East and else- 
where and hav.e a stack of clippings a 


t high showing the number of cases 


'where the Standard machine has fall- 
Q'4 to work. Criticism under such cir- 
cumstances amounts to nothing. 


"There are times when 
a 
voting 


machine will not work because it has 
been : set up wrocs. or because it has 
not -been properly adjusted. There are 
times when a typewriter or an adding 
machine will not ;work because'of be- 
•&g set up improperly or of not having 
been properly adjusted, but that -does 
'nijtTefer to the Dean machine. 
fi^'As regards the unconstitutionally 
'->•< Ua» card ballot in the Dean machine. 


I want to say that was all gone over

Commissioners on Voting 
Machines. 


Thre question was discussed

Governor and referred to the Attorney 
General, and that official said that the

THE LAW. 


"Some time or other, the 
Supreme 


Court of some State will pass upon the 
constitutionality of this matter 
and 


that opinion andw not the criticism of 
rivals is what will have to i>e consid- 
ered. 


"In the meantime, the Dean machine 


does all that the Standard 
machine 


does, does it more satisfactorily all the 
way around and it does more than the 
Standard ever thought of doing. For 
these few reasons, to say nothing: o£ 
others, the Dean machine should be 
adopted by this Board. 


AS TO BONDS. 


Supervisor Rowe offered the follow- 


ing resolution relative to a security 
bond for 
the 
contract 
which 
was 


adopted by a unanimous vote, Mitchell 
saying such a resolution 
should be 


granted: 


"Wiereas, In this matter it Is of the 


suits being instituted for infringe- 
ment of patents against one of Uie 
machines offered which has never been 
used in a legal election, viz: the Dean 
machine, and there is a possibility of 
such machines when given such tests, 
failing to operate

chines necessitates large expenditures 
of public moneys; 


"Whereas, The practice of this Board 


for several years, has been invariably 
*o require that bonds guaranteeing 
the faithful performance of contracts 
shall be given by Surety Companies 
authorized to do business In Califor- 
nia, 


"Whereas, The fact has been made 


too plainly apparent, "because of ex- 
perience In this county and city, as 
well as elsewhere, that where bonds by 
individuals have been accepted, it has 
been, extremely difficult and in many 
instances impossible to recover upon 
same when found necessary. 


"Whereas, This Board should deal 


with equal falrnSss and impartiality 
with all contractors 
doing business 


with this county, requiring a surety 
bond as they have for years from firms 
of recognized responsibility 
wherein 


the chance of-loss to the 
county is 


much less than in the matter of pur- 
chase of voting machines. 


Whereas. In this matter It is of the 


greatest importance tjiat in every way 
the county should be protected beyond 
the possibility of a doubt from litiag- 
tion or loss should it become necessa- 
ry to recover on bonds given because 
of the imperfection and failure of ma- 
chines purch'ased; 


"Now 
therefore, be It resolved, That 


this Board do not depart in this pro- 
ceeding from its practice of requiring 
surety bonds and now gives notice that 
the 
company whose machines shall 


hereafter be adopted and purchased 
will be required to give surety bonds 
guaranteening the county from loss. 


"Be it further resolved, That this 


Board will hold the successful contrac- 
tor to the full and fair performance 
of contract accordln gto all its provi- 
sions, and 


"Be it further resolved, That under 


no circumstances will the surety given 
be released." 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY ON LIABIL- 


ITY. 


In response to a request for an opin- 


ion as to Inserting a clause In the 
County act making bondsmen liable 
for any and all damages should suits 
on possible infringements of patents 
by the machine to be approved be in- 
stituted, (District Attorney Allen sub- 
mitted an extended reply. . 


Its pith held that the Attorney-Gen- 


eral's recomendation is practically de- 
cisive of the question as to whether the 
Board could require guarantees for the 
protection of the county; also that the 
Board could by resolution require 
surety bonds of the successful bidder. 


As to the legality of such bonds the 


opinion stated that it would depend 
largely upon the value of the security 
as to whether the county was protect- 
ed from loss. In this light, the Dis- 
trict Attorney would not undertake to 
submit an answer but quoted as tjie 
nearest authority upon the proposition 
Section 1230 of Robinson on Patents. 


Reasoning from 
its provisions

said: "I am of the opinion that there 
would be sufficient consideration upon 
which to base the contract of. a bond 
given to support a guarantee for their 
performance of a contract let under 
the resolution of the Board in the mat- 
ter referred to this office-."

ELIMINATION OF THE HORSE. 


One of the most striking suggestions for 
the amelioration of . traffic, conditions in 
overcrowded city streets is to restrict cer- 
tain highways, such as Broadway, New 
York, to motor vehicles. There would .be 
an important saving in space, as the 
elimination of the horses v.ould permit 
at least half as many more vehicles to 
occupy'.the streets, whether In m'otlon or 
when drawn up at the curb ready for load- 
ing or unloading. 
Furthermore, It is a 
tact that motor vehicles, and especially 
those for freight,', can be run at much 
greater speed than 
trucks 
drawn by 
horses, while their control Is a far simpler 
matter. Then there. Is also the-fact that 
a single motor truck can be constructed 
of larger dimensions than any horse- 
drawn tr,uek. -Such a plan has been seri- 
ously considered by engineers' Interested 
in - municipal development, and there are 
many points to recommend-It, such as the 
decrease of wear on streets due to nar- 
row iron-tired wheels, the absence

Will S. Green 


The country has often lost far less by the death of a more famous 


man than Will S. Green, the veteran editor of the Colusa Sun, but few 
men pass away so sincerely lamented by such a wide circle of thought- 
ful men of all classes and conditions. 


Mr. Green's life was in the highest degree useful, heartening and 


beneficent. He not only labored to promote the material well-being 
of society, but he strove to make society better and sweeter. He 
wished for universal happiness as heartily as a man could wish it. His 
idea of national greatness was a smiling land, full of peace, plenty and 
contentment. 'He dreamed of a society governed by justice, charity 
atid benevolence and animated by industry, thrift and hospitality— 
where no man sought advantage over his neighbor, but lived in ac- 
cord with him, and strove for a better citizenship and a higher ideal 
of national aspiration 


Mr. Green was a pioneer of California, coming here in 1849, an(^ 


no citizen ever gave the State more loyal devotion or more valuable 
service 
Born in Kentucky of English stock, transplanted to Vir- 


ginia, he grew to manhood's estate with few adventitious aids to for- 
tune, which indeed he never zealously sought or esteemed highly for 
its own sake. He learned little in schools, his scholastic training be- 
ing hunted to a few irregular terms in an "old field school." 
But he 


inherited from his ancestors sturdy common sense and a taste for 
books; from his immediate progenitors cultured sympathies and as- 
pirations. In the main he was self-educated so far as learning is con- 
cerned and self-taught in the matter of technical skill. 


He was a man who adapted himself easily _ to conditions and to 


whatever society he happened to be cast, yet his individuality was 
strong and striking and his independence of thought marked. 
He 


was never lacking in sound reasons for his convictions nor backward 
in expressing his opinions, though his catholicity of spirit and broad 
toleration held him back from inflicting wounds or giving offense. 
A 


man of kindlier heart- never lived. California never had a better in- 
tentioned citizen. No man who ever figured in the politics of this 
State was cleaner of hand and heart than he, and no man was ever 
more unselfishly solicitous for the public welfare. In the varied activi- 
ties of a long life, fifty-six years o£ which were passed in California, 
he was never guilty of an act that called for defense or apology or ever 
laid himself open to the suspicion of being other than a patriot and 
an honest man. 


By turns he was a mail carrier, a ferryman, a river pilot, a surveyor 


and a newspaper editor. He conducted the Colusa Sun with marked 
ability for more than forty years. He was always a pioneer. He 
came to California in 1849, ne to°k tne ^r5t contract to carry the 
mail to Sonoma county: he started the first ferry across Carquinez 
Straits; he piloted the first steamboat at low water into the upper 
Sacramento; he was the first notable advocate of irrigation in this 
State. He was a leading authority on irrigation and river drainage 
up to the day of his death. He was among the first to take up the 
cudgels against the destruction to the streams and valley lands 
wrought by hydraulic mining. He taught diversified farming; ad- 
vocated small farms and intensive cultivation; preached the gospel of 
good roads; was an exponent of fruit culture, and in every way strove 
to make agriculture a profitable and attractive pursuit. His voice and 
pen were ever active in behalf of truth, temperance and progress. 


He served the public officially as Assemblyman, Surveyor-Gen- 


eral and State Treasurer, and every trust reposed in him was faith- 
fully administered. But it was as Will S. Green of the Colusa Sun that 
he was best known and most respected. He lifted rural journalism 
to a high plane, invested it with a dignity seldom attained. He wrote 
seriously, kindly and wisely, and he was read with respect, because he 
wrote from conviction and knowledge and from a wholesome sense of 
public spirit. For years prior to his death fie was the dean of the 
editorial profession in California, an honor that became him well and 
which he worthily merited. He honored the profession more than it 
honored him. In all respects he was a good man. 
i 


The action of Admiral Kruger in sending his crews ashore in

PRESIDENT 
WHEELER 
OUGHT 
TO READ 


THE CONSTITUTION. 


President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the University of California 


made a, speech at the commencement exercises of Dartmouth College 
in which he spoke of the sadness of "lives pursued by wealth." 
He 


toasted the idle rich and therein did right. But, when he favors na- 
tional laws for divorce, on the ground that "we are a nation and must 
have national laws for national concerns," we are reminded tbat Mr. 
Wheeler is, after all, a mere specialist in Greek. 


Divorce is not a national concern and certainly it is not a national 


concern of this nation, whose concerns as a nation are plainly specified' 
by a constitution that we recommend to President Wheeler's attention. 
His mind will be broadened to a greater extent by the perusal of sec- 
tion eight of the constitution of the United States than by ages spent 
in mastering the eccentricities of the aorist. 


Sometimes we are tempted to say to these schoolmasters, who, as 


heads of universities, deem themselves called upon to pass on every 
conceivable question as one having authority, that the plain, common

unappreeiative of the merits of the case, 
closed the meeting by fulminating,

original order: "Let Justice be done," 
and then skipped out for Oyster Bay for 
the summer. 


The foregoing is the substance of the 


meeting of the Cabinet as reported in 
the papers.

But 
the point of danger is now reached, and 
vigorous steps are necessary to manfully 
meet the emergency. 
The Chinese mer- 


chants are earnest In the proposal to with- 
draw their trade from parties who have 
elected to treat them 
with ignominy 


The suggestion that they would do so 
has filled the 
Federal Administration 


with alarm

Secretary Metcalf 


cites with fear 
the circumstance that 


nineteen or twenty millions of trade per 
year In cotton goods alone may be with- 
held. Dispatches are coming from Hong- 
kong and elsewhere Indicating the tone 
of the Chinese commercial world Com- 
mercial bodies in this country are plead- 
ing with the Federal Administration for 
common justice to 
the business com- 


munity of China, and predict financial 
troubles of their own if thf ir just plead- 
ings are unheeded.

His life work, however, lay In his 
unremitting efforts to further the devel- 
opment of the State of his adoption, es- 
pecially the Sacramento valley region, 
where he fought the fight for industrial, 
agricultural and intellectual progress, as 
editor of the Colusa Sun, and otherwise, 
ever since 1854 He obtained control of 
the Colusa Sun in 1889, but he had been 
its editor since 1863. 
He was born in Kussel county, Ky, 
December 26. 18S2 He came to Califor- 
nia in 1849, and lived at Benicia until 
July 2, 1851, when he started for Colusa 
on the steamer Colusa, arriving at the 
town on July 6th E\er since that time 
he has been a resident of the county, and 
was for many years the "oldest Inhab- 
itant" Although a cultured and well- 
read man. Versed in science and litera- 
ture, a civil engineer of standing, he was 
entirely a self-made man, having been 
thrown upon his own resources when a 
small boy, the extent of hislformal educa- 
tion being a year or two m an • old field 
school " 
While at Benicia, General Green ran 
the first steam ferry across the srtjaita 
of Carqulnez and had the first mail con- 
tract let In the State, with the exception 
of the one from San Francisco to Sacra- 
mento 
His route was from Benicia to 
she old town of Sonoma, and he carried 
all the mall for Napa and Sonoma coun- 
ties in his pocket—and did not bulge 
the pocket. He was pilot of the steamer 
Colusa tliat carried him to Colusa, and 
was the flrst to take a. low-water boat 
into the waters ot the'Sacramento river. 
He became so enthusiastic -iver the pros- 
pects of the Sacramento valley as a field 
for agriculture that he abandoned his 
first intention of going to the mines. 
He was United States Surveyor-General 
_i San Francisco under President Cleve- 
snd's second administration 
-He also 
served as State Treasurer during Gover- 
nor Budd's term of office 
He was the 
5rst president elected by the California 
Press Association, and was one of the 
best known newspaper 
writers In the 
West. 
He was president of the Sacramento 
Valley Development Association, and was 
connected with many other enterprises. 
As editor of the Colusa Sun he was a 
power in politics.

HOW TO MAKE SUMMER ICES. 


Nearly every woman can make ice 


cream of the plain ordinary sort, and 
If she is ambitious to excel, she may, 
-by putting on a few extra touches, 
produce frozen delicacies that rival 
those' of the big hotels and leading 
cafes. 


There Is a new freezer for household 


use which will make two kinds of 
cream at one time. A partition across 
\ the center of the can keeps the mix- 


'• tures separated, end '.he handle, 
in- 


stead of turning all the way around, 
goes back and for^h with a rocking 
motion. Otherwise the freezer is sim- 
ilar to any other of standard pattern. 
For a small dinner p^.rty or a sum- 
mer luncheon it is often nice to serve 
two kinds of ices. This may be done 
with the greatest 
ease in the new 


ireezer. 
, Fancy creams are always a pleas- 
ant surprise to the family or guests. 
:and they are really so easy to prepare 
that one might as well make bisque 
ice cream or a. tasty sherbet as com- 
monplace vanilla. Frozen desserts are 
-divided into four classes by the cook- 
ery experts—ice creams, 
water Ices, 


^'sherbets* frozen puddings, custards. 
s 


The best ice cream is almost with- 


- 9Ut exception based on a quart of 


pure cream—no milk—--nixed with the 
, liber ingredients, to make two quarts 


when frozen. All cream and no milk I 
gives it that delicious softness 
for 


which certain creams are famous and 
which neither cornstarch nor gelatine 
can successfully imitate. 
Most per- 


sons, however, prefer the proportion 
of cream two parts and milk and one 
part, with sweetening to taste. 


BISQUE ICE CREAM. 


For a dinner where there are to be 


invited guests, bisque ice cream is al- 
ways appropriate. 
Five macaroon^ 


and a couple of lady fingers—prefer- 
ably slightly stale—are placed in the 
oven to get crisp. 
Roll them out on 


a pie board until they are ground to 
a fine powder and then beat up with 
a quart of cream. It will take about 
halt a pound of sugar to sweeten; fla- 
vor with a few drops of vanilla and 
lemon juice and about eight table- 
spoonfuls of sherry wine. Half of 'the 
cream may be-boiled separately with 
the sugar, or the entire quantity whip- 
ped up after the macaroons are added. 


Icea made after the French recipe 


are delicious. Here is the method of 
making peach ice cream in the Paris- 
ian style: Slice and shrea six peaches 
or use half a can of preserved peachea. 
Boll a tumbler of water ana half a 
pound of sugar and add to it when 
skimmed and cool the.yolks of five 
eggs beaten'to a stiff froth. Into 'this 


pour a pint of cream and a table- 
spoonful of maraschino. 
After freez- 


ing partially, add the peaches and al- 
low to stand in the freezer until per- 
fectly solid. French ices are generally 
served in little square blocks. 
This 


may be done by turning out the con- 
tents of the freezer on a cold platter 
and cutting through the frozon mass 
with a warm carving knife. 


A fine recipe'for banana cream is: 


Mash six large bananas-,through a col- 
ander. To three-fourths of a pound 
of sugar add the yolka of five eggs 
and beat well. Boil one pint of milk 
and then add the sugar and eggs, con- 
tinuing to boil until the mixture be- 
comes thick; lastly, stir in a quart of 
fresh cream and as soon as the whole 
is cool, stir in the bananas. 


HOKEY-POKEY. 


Hokey-pokey is a treat 
in 
very 


warm days, and is made with little 
trouble. 
On account of the gelatine 


it contains it freezes readily and re- 
tains its solidity better than plaiu 
creams. 
Boil one quart of. milk and 


add a tablespoonful of-cornstarch, pre- 
viously dissolved—in milk. No sweet- 
ening will be needed, as the condensed 
milk, takes the place of sugar. Me'r

It is quite an art to make water icea 


and some patience Is required. By far 
the better method is to boil the water 
and sugar, but if you wish to turn it 
out quickly, you may freeze the in- 
gredients 
without heating. 
Straw- 


berry water Ice, easily made, take one 
quart of berries worked through a 
fine sieve, with a quarter-pound 
of 


sugar. A teacup of syrup, the juice 
of a lemon and a scant quart of watei 
are added. Then freeze slowly, giving 
the handle a few turns at a time, 
leaving it for awhile and-returning to 
give it a few more turns. It may take 
three hours before the mass li solid, 
but the longer It stands after freezing 
the better It will be in flavor. Nearly 
all of the fruit Ices are made In the 
same way as the strawberry. 


Sherbets and frozen fruits are al- 


most identical with water ices. Sher- 
bets .are thickened 
by .; the 
beatec 


whites of a couple of eggs stirred In 
with a little pulverized sugar'and add- 
ed when the mixture Is just tscom- 
ing stiff.

Some good general directions for the 


freezing of'ice cream are: 


Chip the Ice very fine; the finer the 


closer it will lie packed against the 
can and the sooner will the contents 
freeze.

Do not start by churnln,? violently, 


let the motion of the handle be evec 
and regular. 


If there is plenty of time to sjfere

When it 
becomes fairly stiff you 
may

yourself further exertion by. removing 
the dasher and giving the cream n 
few brisk-turns with a big spoon. Re- 
pack the can, whirl it for a minute ot 
two without the paddle, and cover it 
over with a piece of burlap. By re- 
plenishing the ice and salt every. hal£ 
hour'and pouring oft the water ,the 
cream will freeze hard of its own ac- 
cord.

In conversation with a TRIBUNE 


inan, relative J.O the boxing game as it 
is today and as it was a- dozen or a 
score "of years ago, Sullivan delivered 
the following: 


"Boxing has not improved as an art, 


in years, though there were not as 
many boxers 15 years ago as now. It 
?ia an evident fact that when I took 
.up Boxing I put it on the plane that it 
now" maintains. I put it in a shape so 
that they could make some money out 
of It, both the managers and the fight- 
ers. ' Boxing' has gone ahead in this 
country, and deteriorated in England. 
They'have not had a champion in Eng- 
land for a long time, neither heavy 
nor light weight. 
Mitchell was the 
last champion they had in England. 
Jem Mace, like myself,' was champion 
both in this country and in England, 
in his clay. 
He Is still alive. This 


goes to show that boxers, or fighters, 
it 'you prefer that term, have, as such 
men, lived to good old age. 
Mace is 


74 years of age, and well and hearty 
today.

FILIPINO LAD TALKS OF 


QUEER ARTICLE. 


FELIPE BUENCAMINO. 


Felipe 
Buencamino Denies 
Re= 


sponsibility For Inflammatory 


Words of Erving Winslow, 


BERKEDET, July 3.—Felipe Buenca- 


mino, general manager of the1 Filipino 
students' magazine, printed at the uni- 
versity, denies that the editorial board 
ndorses the remarkable article by Hon. 
Erving Winslow contained In the issue of 
the magazine now current'. Buencamino 
is a son of Felipe Buencamino in Manila, 
who holds an important position under 
the government. 
Buencamino Sr. was 


secretary of state for Agulnaldo when the 
Filipino chiefta'in ruled the islands. The 
youngster is a student at the University 
of California. 


In the current number of his magazine 


the- extraordinary article by Hon. 


ISrving Winslow. secretary of the Anti- 
Imperialist League, addressed "To the 
Filipino students of America," in which 
he urges them to plan for their own 
"independence," and to "speak the word 
which shall.' shame the United States, 
betrayed by ambitious rulers and the in- 
fatuation of the hour, into a return to 
the path which leads on to the true 
grandeur of the great constitutional re- 
public, renouncing the companionship of 
the robber nations; the exemplar and 
upholder of the United States should be 
by moral and commercial influences, of 
liberty throughout the earth." 
The Filipino students are advised by 
Winslow that they ar.e under no obliga- 
tion to the government at whose institu- 
tions they are acquiring an education. 
His words on this subject are as follows: 


"The 
Filipino students who are pur- 
suing their studies in various institutions, 
of learning in the United State need not i 
consider themselves hampered or bound 
by any debt of gratitude to the officials 
of an administration which is drawing 
large 
revenues 
by 
taxation 
without 
representation from the Philippines. 
It 
is their own countrymen who are really 
paying the expenses of these young men. 


Just as their own countrymen are paying 
the expenses of sanitation, education and 
government in the archipelago, affairs 
over which they have no control.' Thus 
there is no obligation to these students 
to deny the aspiration for independence 
which exists in every true Filipino heart, 
nor to slacken in the pursuit of all 
peaceable methods of promoting it. It is 
not morally competent to the United 
States to require any oath to obey its 
sovereignty unless as that sovereignty is 
limited and defined by the constitution of 
the United States. It is quite certain 
therefore that no oath can be binding 
which may have been exacted from them 
by compulsion of the Philippinfl authori- 
ties or any other sovereignty than that 
of the constitution itself, which, in the 
opinion of four out of nine Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and of the best consti- 
tutional lawyers of the country, does not 
recognize colonial possessions and colonial 
administration." 
The sentiment of the Filipino students 
regarding the politics Involved in the 
Filipino question is. supposed to be em- 
bodied in the following paragraph from 
an article of Geronimo Huising, a Fili- 
pino student at tho University of Illinois, 
which'article appears In the current 
Filipino magazine: 
"No 'matter that certain nations refuse 
us now the acknowledgment of our more 
legitimate rights; very soon we sfcatl con- 
vince them that there is no human force 
capable to act against the irresistible 
impulse toward freedom which rules the 
universe. 
Besides 
this, 
Washington, 
Franklin and Lincoln's great nation, that 
sees and observes us in all our actions, 
appreciates our judiciousness, prudence, 
aptitude, and our energetic-resolution; this 
nation will not delay us longer than is 
necessary, we believe. So we must work 
for our rights and keep our aspirations 
noble, thus showing them once more,-like 
the immortal Monroe, 'America Is for the 
American people, and the Philippines is 
for the Filipinos.' "

The Piper Aden-Goodall Company,, 


which Is engaged In bay and 
river 


freighting has entered into competilion 
in the matter of the trans-bay freight 
between San Francisco and Oakland 
and has been successful in securing 
the contract for the carrying, between 
the points mentioned, all the consign- 
ments committed to the Austn Freight 
and Transportation 
Company, which 


operates eight of the largest'kind of 
tracks in this city. 


DIMOND'S CONDITIONS. 


This freight has 
heretofore 
been 


handled for the Austin people by the 
Dimond Freight and Express line, and 
was lost to it -because it fixed prices 
and conditions to which the Austin 
people objected. Whereupon, the Piper 
Aden-Goodall Company made a pro- 
posal for the business and the propo- 
sition was accepted 
by 
the Austin 
Freight and Transportation Company. 


INTO EFFECT TODAY. 


The new arrangement went into ef- 


fect today, the Piper Aden people put- 
ting their steamer Sunol on the run 
between San Francisco and Oakland 
which made its first tie-up this morn- 
ing at the wharf on the north side of 
the harbor and immediately south of 
what is known as the Webster street 
warehouse which is owned by the city 


LIVELY FREIGHT FIGHT. 


This competition is, it is believed the 


fore-runner of a lively flght between 
the Dimond and the Piper-Aden peo- 
ple, the extent of which can not now 
be foretold, the 
commencement of 


which took place some months ago 
when both the companies bid for the 
city warehouse on the wharf at tlie 
foot of Franklin street. The Dimond 
Company, at that time was in posses- 
sion as lessee of the premises and of- 
fered to pay for the same a rental of 
S357 per month, while the Piper-Aden 
Goodall Company offered for the same 
time a rental of $400. 


BIG RAISE IN THE OFFER. 


In view of the fact that the highest 
rental previously paid for this .ware- 
house was $75 per month, it was felt 
that either "bad blood" had arisen be- 
tween the rival companies or else fclie 
transportation business was more re- 


- munerative that the promoters were 
willing to admit. 


The Council was surprised with the 
liberality of the offers and. when it 
paused to consider the bids, the $400 
offer of the Piper Aden-Goodall Com- 
pany was withdrawn, and the Dimond 
company has since been allowed to 
retain 
possession of the 
warehouse

close bidding, without new adjustment 
of .the rental.

people refused to give, whereupon an 
unconditional offer of the Piper Aden- 
Goodall Company of 65 cents per ton 
was accepted by Austin. The .income 
at this rate for 1400 tons per month, as 
demanded by the Dimond Company 
would be $910. The cost of labor for

ADAMS JURY 


COUbff NOT AGREE 


SAN . FRANCISCO, July 3.— After 


being out (or twenty-six hours the 
jury ,in the case of Minnie Adams, 
charged' with the murder of her two- 
yecr-old boy, was unable to agree and 
at .5:40 o'clock last night was dis- 
charged by Judge Lawlor. It was stat- 
ed 
that the final ballot of the Jury 


stood seven for acquittal and five for 
conviction, and it was the unanimous' 
opinion of the body that a verdict by 
it could never be arrived at. < The wo- 
man sat is cold as an icy statue while 
the jury which held her fate was being 
polled before dismissal. When the jury 
was discharged she made but little 
comment. "I have suffered years," she 
said, "for a crime of which I was not 
guilty. 
I 
must bear it and suffer 
mere." 


Minnie 
Adams is • alleged to have 
murdered her baby on March 13, 1899. 
It was claimed that she fed it a dead- 
ly draft of carbolic acid out of hatred 
for its father, John Richard Gray. She 
was convicted of the crime and took 
the verdict as coldly as she took the 
disagreement yesterday. 
After being 


in the County Jail for several years 
the Supreme Court granted . Mrs. Ad- 
ams a new trial. Its result has been 
a disagreement, but a decision on .her 
cape is not far off. Both the prosecu- 
tion and defense have signified an in- 
tention of laying the matter as soon 
as possible before another Jury. The 
setting of the case at an early date 
will b'e made by Judge Lawlor one 
week from today. 


Every effort was made to secure .a 


vordict of some kind out of the pres- 
ent jury. After Its long session tore- 
man Sanborn was finally obliged to 
announce to Judge Lawlor that no 
verdict was in sight. 
Judge Lawlor 


questioned each of the Jurors as to the 
probability of a verdict and received 
-a negative answer in every Instance. 
Then the jury was dismissed and Min- 
nie Adams was sent back to her cell to 
await a third trial. 


At the time of her first trial Minnie 
Adams was young and rather pretty. 
Curing her years of life at the County 
Jail she does not appear to have ageS 
a day and her face does not bear a sln- 
le line of care. 
She listened to the 
strongest evidence against her without 
the slightest sign of animation. Only 
when her love for the baby which, It 
is alleged, she foully murdered, was 
told about did she break down. Then 
she buried her face in her hands and 
shed a. flood of tears.

Company Fails to Carry 


Out Threat—Reason 


Why, 


HAYWARDS, July 3.—As was ex- 


pected, the San Lorenzo Water Com- 
pany did not make good Its threat to 
turn off the water supply Saturday at 
noon. A determined effort had been 
made by the company to have 
the 


Town Trustees raise the water rates 
last April, but the city fathers refused 
to accede to the proposal. 


A notice was sent to every member 


of the board by the Water Company, 
stating that the stop cock would be 
turned June 30 it the price asked was 
not paid. 
Ed Warren, the local superintendent 


of the company said today in regard 
to the matter: 
"I rercived 
instructions from the 


preside 
Saturday just before noon 


not to order the supply cut off, but to 
defer action until next Wednesday. 
We do not wish to embarrass the to\vn 
in this manner while the Fourth of 
July celebration is attracting so mucn 
attention to it. 
"However, we think that we have 
the right in the matter. The plant is 
not making anything for the company 
nor for the investors who own the 
wells. During the last fiscal jear the 
earnings amounted to $2400 on an in- 
vestment of $63,000. The net receipts 
were in the neighborhood of $9000, and 
the expenses and repairs amounted to 
$600. 


"This Is not fair to the company, nor 
to the promoters. For fourteen* year» 


._ the company has been emlea^ oring to 


pay the owners of the wells five per 
cent on their investments. 
In that 


time we ran behind §20,000, which the 
company is still trying to make up. 
Two years ago we turned over to the 
creditors the entire system of pipes ad 
a partial payment of the Oebt. 


"We want the Trustees to get a va'- 


uation of the plant, but this they re- 
fuse to do. When our agents address 
the board, the membets pay no atten- 
tion, but give us the meiry ha-ha. We 
will take the matter into the courts 
yet, vfor stringent measures will be 
necessary to make the Trustees do t.ie 
right thing. We're not trying to graft 
the town. We want only what's just i 
and honest. 
j 
"Some months ago we offered to give 
the town the franchise and the busi- 
ness and let it run the affair to suit 
itself. 
But the Trustees 
were too 
wise. They knew that they would lose 
money on the proposition, the same a» 
we do, and refused the offer."

MIRACLES 


Bulletin, Written 
by Expert at the 


S 
State University 


BERKELEY, July 3.—Experiments 


in irrigation of the Agricultural Col- 
lege for the year 1905 is the subject 
of a, lengthy bulletin written by Pro- 
fessor Samuel Fortier and printed by 
the Department of 
Agriculture 
at 


"Washington that was leceived today. 


According to Professor Fortier the 


irrigation work which is of most in- 
terest and importance is that to de- 
termine the effects of evaporation on 
surface land, shallow 
furrows 
and 


deep furrows. Expeiiments have been 
conducted at 
the 
Pomona 
station, 
where soil from 
various 
parts 
of 


Southern California were treated by 
the various methods used by farmers 
in their irrigating, the result going to 
prove that surface flooding is 
most 


wasteful and that deep furrows con- 
serve much more water than do shal- 
low furrows. 


Experiments have been carried 
on 


at Berkeley to determine the effect 
of temperature on the rate of evap- 
oration. The amount of evaporation 
was shown to be largely dependent on 
the temperature of the water. 


The effect of water on cereals 
in 


well-woin soils of the San Joaqmn 
Valley has been tried. The applica- 
tion of sixteen inches of water in- 
creased the yield of barley from nine 
to twenty-two bushels per acre. 
In 
a wheat fleld that 
produced only 


straw, four inches of water produced 
a yield of ten bushels per acre, and 
sixteen inches of water increased the 
yield to thirty-eight .bushels. 


An investigation into the value of 
irrigation in fruit orchards 
showed 


that the quantity of fruit increased 
where irrigation 
was 
practiced and 


that the quality was superior. Hun- 
dreds of growers contributed testi-' 
mony to this effect. Alleged injuries 
to fruits and vines by irrigation was 
found to be due to errors m irriga- 
tion and not to irrigation itself. 


One of the most important branches 


of work planned by the irrigation staff 
at the university is declared by. Pro- 
fessor Fortier to be now under" way 
in 
Southern 
California, 
where Dr. 


Loughridge is conducting a series of 
experiments in the orange groves to 
demonstrate what 
are 
the relative 


merits of shallow and deep furrows; 
how much more water is evaporated 
from a wet than a dry soil; 
what 


amount of water will produce the best 
results and when it should be applied. 


Field 
experiments in 
irrigating 


wheat near Modesto by each of the 
three standard methods, viz., checks, 
furrows and flooding from fleld lat- 
erals, are being made. A continuation

plants, to determine how their 
effi- 


ciency may be increased and their 
cost decreased, is in progress.
